ORGANIZATION  AND  MEETINGS 

Thus,  on  February  12,  1938,  the  nineteen  Lincolnians,  listed  on  the 
previous  page,  met  at  the  Boston  City  Club  to  organize  the  "Lincoln  Group 
of  Boston."  They  were  a  varied  group,  coming  from  videly  different  back- 
grounds and  vocations.  They  included  lawyers,  insurance  and  advertising 
executives,  a  book  publisher  and  a  magazine  publisher,  judges,  railroad 
experts,  ministers,  a  librarian,  a  doctor,  an  editor,  and  a  young  student 
of  history.  It  is  of  interest  that  two  of  the  charter  members  were  women. 
But  regardless  of  differences,  they  all  had  one  thing  in  common  —  an  abiding 
lifelong  interest  in  Abraham  Lincoln* 

Organization  was  kept  at  a  minimum,  as  was  suggested  in  the  original 

"Proposal  for  a  Lincoln  Group"  sent  out  on  January  28  — 

No  constitution,  no  by-laws,  no  dues.  Just  enough 
organization  to  hold  such  a  group  together  and 
arrange  for  meetings  at  intervals.  No  red  tape. 
No  excess  of  formality. 

And  while  regular  dues  have  become  a  custom,  they  are  of  modest  amount  {%$  per 

year  at  present);  no  constitution  or  by-laws  have  been  adopted,  and  there  is 

no  red  tape  nor  excess  of  formality.  From  time  to  time  officers  are  elected 

(or  re-elected),  programs  somehow  are  always  prepared  and  carried  out.  The 

informality  that  has  characterized  the  Group  from  the  beginning  is  well 

expressed  in  the  comment  of  a  new  member  thirty  years  ago  (19U7)* 

Judge  Page  invited  me  to  my  first  Lincoln  Group  visit 
sometime  around  1°U7>  and  after  presenting  me  to  Dr. 
Bullard  (the  first  President  of  the  Group),  who  gave 
me  one  of  those  benign  greetings  only  he  could  bestow, 
he  took  me  to  a  small  desk  at  the  door  where  I  paid 
my  %2   lunch  charge  to  (Treasurer)  Dick  Lufkin. 

A  little  later  T  got  notice  of  dues  from  Mr.  Lufkin, 
and  at  the  next  meeting  there  he  was  at  the  door. 
So  I  said,  "T  see  I  was  elected  a  member.  When 
did  that  happen?"  "When  you  were  here  last  time. 
I  pave  Judge  Page  the  signal,  to  show  my  approval," 
he  replied.   "And  what  was  the  signal?"  I  asked. 
Lufkin  smiled.   "I  dropped  a  pencil  on  the  floor,  and 
as  far  as  I  was  concerned,  you  were  in." 
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That  tells  in  a  few  words  my  first  impressions  of 
this  Group.     Accustomed  to  clubs  and  their 
complicated  machinery  of  operation,  here  was  one 
with  none.     Everything  seemed  to  run  like  clockwork. . •• 
In  all  those  years  this  was  the  smoothest-running 
collection  of  members  I  had  ever  belonged  to,   —  no 
arguments,   no  balloting,  no  dissensions. 

The  first  officers  chosen  that  day  in  February  forty  years  ago  when 
the  Group  began  its  history  were:     F.  Lauriston  Bullard,  President,   and 
Kelsey  B.  Sweatt,  Secretary.     They,  with  Herbert  F.  Jenkins,  ELtfln  L.  Page 
and  Edgar  J.  Rich  made  up  the  Executive  Committee.     Herbert  F.  Jenkins  was 
the  first  Treasurer. 

In  1938,  three  meetings  were  held,   and  since  1939  there  have  usually 
been  four  regular  meetings  yearly,   so  planned  as  to  come  near  the  anniversary 
dates  of  the  death  of  Nancy  Hanks  (October  5),  the  Gettysburg  Address 
(November  19),  Lincoln^  Birthday  (February  12),   and  Lincoln's  death  (April  15) . 
In  the  early  years,  meetings  were  held  at  the  Boston  City  Club.     Then,   as 
the  Secretary  put  it,   "The  war  has  ejected  us  from  the  City  dub.*     The  any 
had  taken  over.     When,  just  before  the  move,  the  luncheon  fees  went  to 
$1.50,  the  Secretary  again  wrote:     "It  is  the  warl"    For  over  twenty  year 3 
we  met  in  very  congenial  surroundings  at  the  Parker  House  (October,  19U3 
to  October,  1965). 

In  addition,  the  Group  gathered  for  special  meetings,   sons  in  Boston 
and  others  elsewhere.     In  June,  1938,   and  again  in  June,  19U6,  the  Group 
went  to  Foxboro  as  guests  of  Mr.   and  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Barton;   in  November, 
1939,   and  in  September,   1953,  the  Group  journeyed  to  Providence  to  meet  in 
the  John  Hay  Library  at  Brown  University;   in  May,   19U0,   and  again  in 
April,   1957,  Worcester  was  the  meeting  place;  in  February,   1952,  the 
Group  met  in  the  Public  Library  at  Winchester  for  the  dedication  of  the 
Lincoln-Lee  Room  in  which  are  located  the  Collections  of  two  former  members, 
Edgar  J.  Rich  and  Ralph  T.  Hale;   aire*  in  June,   195U,  the  Group  made  a 
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"Pilgrimage"  to  Milton  to  see  the  Lincoln  Cabin  and  the  Forbes  Collection 
at  the  estate  of  Mary  Bowditch  Forbes,  to  Hingham,  Cohasset  and  Scituate 
to  see  landmarks  of  the  first  Lincolns  who  settled  in  America  in  1637 • 

On  this  latter  occasion,  we  visited  the  Samuel  Lincoln  House  and  the 
Lincoln  Statue  which  is  almost  in  the  front  yard  of  the  house,  and  the 
Old  Ship  Church,  the  oldest  church  building  in  America  in  which  continuous 
services  have  been  held  and  which  the  early  Lincolns  helped  to  construct 
(1681),  and  the  Cemetery  wherein  are  buried  many  Lincolns. 

On  Bound  Brook,  the  dividing  line  between  Cohasset  and  Scituate 
(Cohasset  was  a  part  of  Hingham  until  1717) >  looking  out  toward  a  beautiful 
marsh  and  the  ocean,  we  visited  the  Mordecai  Lincoln  Homestead,  and  also 
the  sites  of  three  mills  which  Mordecai  operated  on  Bound  Brook.  That  expedition 
ended  with  a  visit  with  a  Samuel  Lincoln,  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Samuel 
Lincoln  who  was  Abraham  Lincoln's  great,  great,  great,  great  grandfatherl 
A  second  trip  to  Cohasset  was  enjoyed  ten  years  later,  in  September,  196U, 
when  we  visited  the  Mordecai  Lincoln  House,  then  being  restored  to  its 
original  character,  the  Cohasset  Historical  Society,  and  historical  sites 
nearby.  This  tour  was  arranged  by  Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Marsh  and  the  Historical 
Society,  and  we  were  guests  of  Mrs.  Marsh  at  lunch  that  noon. 

Changing  conditions,  especially  the  problem  of  parking,  led  us  to  move 
to  the  Hotel  Continental  in  Cambridge  (1965-1968),  and  then  to  the  Pillar 
House  in  Newton  Lower  Falls  (1968-1972).  Other  places  have  been  tried  — 
the  Club  Car  Restaurant  in  Norwood,  the  Marriott  in  Newton,  the  Colonial 
Inn  in  Concord,  the  Treadway  Inn  in  Welle sley.  Several  meetings  were 
held  at  Boston  University,  where  the  Edward  C.  Stone  and  F.  Lauriston 
Bullard  Collections  are  permanently  housed.  Bridgewater  State  College 
(wherein  member  Arthur  Hayden's  Lincoln  Collection  is  now  permanently 
located),  thanks  to  the  ^ood  offices  of  Vice-President  Fiore  and  the 
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hospitality  of  the  College,   has  proven  to  be  a  favorite  place  for  February 
meetings  (1975-1978),    and  our  April  meetings  at  Endicott  Junior  College  in 
Beverly,  "where  Judge  Wahlstrom's  collection  is  permanently  housed,  have 
become  an  established  custom.     We  have  met  there  every  April  since  1966. 
In  1973  we  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Boston  Civil  War-  Round  Table  at 
the  First  Corps  Cadets  Armory,    and  in  197U  we  met  at  the  Antiquarian  Society 
in  Worcester* 

On  eight  different  occasions   (1Q6U-197M>   usually  in  May,  but   also 
in  June  and  September,  we  have  held  meetings  at  the  Forbes  Estate  in  Milton 
where  we  could  enjoy  the  Lincoln  Cabin  replica  and  the  unique  Lincoln 
Collection  gathered  by  one-time  member,  Mary  Bowditch  Forbes.     The  Lincoln 
Cabin  was  constructed  in  192ii  by  Thomas  S.  Kurdock,   a  carpenter  who  had  been 
sent  to  Hodgenville,  Kentucky,  by  Miss  Forbes  to  obtain  the  exact  measurements 
of  the  cabin  there  and  to  secure  red  clay  to  color  the  cement  that  bound  the 
logs.     For  many  years  the  Cabin  was  open  to  the  public  on  Lincoln's  Birthday, 
and  thousands  came  to  view  it. 

Then,  too,   in  recent  years,   the  custom  of  meeting  at  members'  homes 
has  been  revived  —  we  have  met  at  the  Russell's  in  Carlisle,   the  Gutman' s 
in  Dover,   and  the  Williams'   in  Hope  Valley,  Rhode  Island. 

Even  as  the  generations  of  Lincolns  wandered  from  Massachusetts  to 
Illinois,  so  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston,  in  its  forty  years  of  history, 
has  wandered  from  place  to  place  outside  the  city  itself.

I667),  the  Old  Ship 
Church,  which  Lincolns  helped  to  build  (1681),  the  Cemetery, 
wherein  are  buried  many  Lincolns,  the  Bell  Tower  near  the  church, 
and  the  Episcopal  Church  of  St,  John  the  Evangelist  which  contains 
interesting  gifts  from  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  Hingham,  England, 
and  luncheon  at  the  Parish  House  of  Old  Ship;  in  Cohasset,  at 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  the  Baptismal  Font,  part  of  which  came  from 
Hingham,  England,  and  dates  back  to  the  fourteenth  century;  on 
Bound  Brook,  the  boundary  between  Cohasset  and  Scituate,  the  house 
of  Mordecai  Lincoln  (I69I-I692),  and  the  site  of  one  of  his  three 
mills;  in  the  Old  Cemetery  in  North  Scituate,  the  graves  of  several 
Lincolns,  including  that  of  Mardecai  Lincoln,  the  great,  great, 
great  grandfather  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

This  will  be  a  stimulating  and  rewarding  experience,  and  a 
fitting  close  for  our  Anniversary  Year. 

When  our  organization  was  but  four  years  old,  one  of  the  leading  Lincoln 

scholars  in  the  country  was  asked  for  suggestions  for  programs.  His  reply  was: 

I  wish  I  could  suggest.. .for  your  Group, 
but  I  can't.  Organizations  could  profit 
from  the  example  which  you  have  set.  I 
know  no  other  group  whose  programs 
approach  yours  in  quality. 

Some  twenty  years  later,  at  a  meeting  of  Lincolnians  in  Washington,  D.C., 

this  comment  was  heard: 

Tour  Group  has  the  best  programs  of  any 
in  the  country  -  the  kind  of  programs 
which  more  Groups  should  be  having* 

Now,  twenty  years  later,  at  our  Fortieth  Anniversary,  we  continue  to  aim 

for  programs  of  quality  and  scholarship,  in  keeping  with  the  high  standards 

established  by  F.  Lauriston  Bullard  and  the  Charter  Members  of  1938. 
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SOME  ANNIVERSARY  HIGHLIGHTS 

Anniversaries  may  be  occasions  for  special  observance  and  special  events. 
And  because  they  are  "special/'  they  sometimes  give  greater  insight  into  the 
activities  of  an  organization  like  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  than  do  the 
regular  meetings.  Thus  it  is  recorded  that  at  the  First  Annual  Meeting, 
February  11,  1939>  at  the  City  Club,  there  were  thirty- three  members  and  guests 
present,  the  largest  number  for  the  year.  Business  matters  took  "about  one 
minute"  —  by  unanimous  vote,  all  officers  were  to  continue  in  office  "during 
good  behavior."  Following  the  speaker,  Professor  Paul  H.  Buck,  there  was  open 
discussion  of  the  question  of  the  day.  "Did  the  Election  of  Lincoln  Justify 
Secession?"  by  Mr.  Rich,  Judge  Page,  Professor  Buck  and  Professor  Schlesinger 
(an  eminent  panel  for  an  organization  only  one  year  oldl).  The  meeting  closed 
with  the  reading  of  Governor  Saltonstall's  Lincoln  Day  Proclamation. 

At  the  Tenth  Anniversary  Meeting,  February  8,  19h9,  there  was  an  exhibit 
from  the  Collections  of  members,  "•• .books  and  articles. • .and  items. • .of  special 
interest  for  their  rarity,  history,  or  beauty." 

According  to  one  report,  the  speaker  of  the  day  loosed  an  "intellectual 
bombshell"  on  the  Group  with  the  question,  "Are  the  dice  always  to  be  leaded  in 
Lincoln's  favor?"  He  feared  that  "excessive  idealization"  of  Lincoln  had 
reached  proportions  that  eventually  might  destroy  his  place  of  greatness  in 
history.  Many  biographies  of  Lincoln  he  branded  as  "rubbish,"  and  warned  that 
Abraham  Lincoln  could  be  reduced  to  a  characterization  such  as  clouds  George 
Washington's  place  in  history.  He  criticized  a  British  historian  (Ballard  or 
Mauride?)  for  attempting  to  portray  Lincoln  as  a  military  genius  —  "the  one 
attribute  Lincoln  did  not  possess."  H°  then  outlined  some  of  Lincoln's 
weaknesses,  and  concluded  that  Lincoln  was  "a  cold  fish,  for  whom  hero  worship 
has  distorted  even  the  physical  facts." 

How  the  members  present  reacted  to  this  "intellectual  bombshell"  is  not 
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recorded,  but  one  new  member  (his  first  meeting)  wrote  to  Judge  Page: 

I  must  say  to  you  I  prefer  your  type  of 
scholarly  research  on  Lincoln  to  that  presented 
by. ..^the  speaker7. ...  While  his  t?lk  was 
provocative,  I  feel  that  there  were  a  number 
of  points  which  could  have  been  explored  further. 

The  Group  survivedl 

For  the  Fifteenth  Anniversary  Meeting,  February  13,  1953,  held  at  the 
Harvard  Club,  Richard  F.  Lufkin  presented  to  members  and  guests  one  of  his 
many  artistic  and  historical  contributions  —  a  folder  containing  a  facsimile 
of  the  "Original  Notice  to  Prospective  Members"  and  the  "Record  of  the  First 
Meeting,  February  12,  1938"  (see  pages  2-3) • 

The  Twentieth  Anniversary,  February  15,  1958,  found  thirty-six  members 
and  eleven  guests  gathered  at  the  Parker  House  —  a  record  number.  In  honor 
of  the  occasion,  a  group  photograph  was  taken,  five  charter  members  were 
introduced,  letters  were  read  from  several  who  were  unable  to  attend,  and  with 
dessert,  a  huge  birthday  cake  was  served.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
photographs  of  the  Lincoln  Cabin  in  Milton,  given  by  Miss  Forbes,  and  copies 
of  the  History  of  the  Group  were  distributed. 

Our  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  was  fittingly  observed  on  February  16,  1963. 
Dr,  and  Mrs.  Robert  C.  Provine,  of  Lincoln  Memorial  University,  and  Dr.  R, 
Gerald  McMurtry,  of  the  Lincoln  National  Life  Foundation,  were  special  guests. 
Dr.  Provine  extended  greetings  from  Lincoln  Memorial  University  and  Dr.  McMurtry 
was  the  speaker  for  the  day.  Observations  on  the  early  history  of  the  Group 
were  made  by  Kelsey  B.  Sweatt,  Judge  Wahlstrom  and  Judge  Page,  and  a  report  was 
made  on  the  Bullard  Scholarship  Fund.  Each  member  and  guest  received  a  copy 
of  the  new  Supplement  to  the  History  (1958),  and  a  souvenir  folder  in  which 
was  a  reproduction  of  a  photograph  of  Abraham  Lincoln  made  from  a  glass  plate 
negative  in  the  Trumpn  H.  Bartlett  Collection  at  Eoston  University.  One  member, 
on  seeing  the  folder,  later  suggested  that  it  be  sent  to  one  of  our  members 
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who  was  very  ill,  saying  — 


•••the  memento  might  serve  as  a  'Get  Well1 
card  from  all  of  us,  I  know  I  enjoy 
looking  at  my  copy  which  I  have  on  display. 
Somehow  Lincoln's  wonderful  face  helps  in 
time  of  suffering.  This  copy  is  magnificent. 

An  innovative  feature  of  this  meeting  was  a  Musical  Interlude  during 

which  Dorothy  Bernard  sang  several  of  Lincoln's  favorite  songs,  and  when,  at 

the  end,  she  was  joined  by  all  in  one  of  the  pieces  played  by  a  band  at 

Appomattox,  April  °»  1865,  wAuld  Lang  Syne."  Of  the  meeting  and  the  music, 

our  speaker  of  the  day  wrote: 

T  had  a  delightful  visit  with  your 
Lincoln  Group  of  Boston, •••  I  thought  the 
musical  numbers. ..were  excellent. •••  The 
ballard  "Twenty  Years  Ago"  brought  tears  to 

my  eyes. 

Anniversaries  are  pleasant  to  recall. 
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SPEAKING,  WRITHE,   EXPLORING 

From  the  time  that  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  was  organized,   its  members 
have  given  many  lectures,    addresses  and  informal  talks  to  historical  societies 
and  other  organizations,  have  written  frequently  for  journals,   magazines  and 
newspapers,  have  published  books  and  pamphlets  on  the  Lincoln  theme,   and  have 
made  visits  along  the   "Lincoln  trail"  from  Massachusetts  to  Illinois  and 
Washington.     In  addition,    several  have  contributed  to  radio  and  television 
programs  on  Lincoln  and  the  Civil  War.     Particularly  during  the  Lincoln 
Sesquicentennial  Year   (1959-196C)   and  the  Civil  War  Centennial  Years   (I96I-I965), 
members  made  many  contributions  to  the  Observances  of  the  times. 

The  Early  Years.     Prominent  as  public  speakers  on  Lincoln  were  F.  Lauriston 
Bullard,   founder  and  first  President  of  the  Group,  Edward  C.  Stone,   Carl  E. 
Wahlstrom,   Edwin  P.  Booth  and  Richard  F.   Lufkin.     Mr.  Stone's  specialty  was  the 
Gettysburg  Address,   of  which  he  made  a  continuing  study  over  the  years;   Judge 
Wahlstrom  was  a  competent  speaker  on  many  aspects  of  Lincoln's  life,    and  in 
some  years,   spoke  as  many  as  twenty-five  times,   from  one  end  of  Massachusetts 
to  the  other;  Professor  Booth's  television  programs  made  a  notable  contribution 
to  high  quality  programs  pertaining  to  Lincoln  and  the  Civil  War. 

Richard  F.   Lufkin  did  vital  work  in  spreading  information  about  Lincoln 
and  his  importance  to  American  History  and  life.      During  one  year,  he  gave 
thirty-five  talks  to  educational,    civic,   fraternal  and  religious  groups.     At 
the  request  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  war  Centennial  Commission,    and  as  a 
part  of   the  Commonwealth'  3  observance  of  significant  events  of  the  Civil  War, 
in  April,   1961,    Mr.  Lufkin,    at  the  First  Corps  Cadets  Armory,   impersonated 
Governor  John  A.   Andrew  and  read  the  Governor's  Farewell  Speech  to  the  men  of 
Massachusetts  who  answered  President  Lincoln's  call  for  troops  in  April,   1861. 
Two  months  later,   Mr.   Lufkin  again  impersonated  Andrew  and  read   the  Governor's 
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address  at  Euiiker  Kill  Monument,  June  17,  18 61. 

Meanwhile,  in  February,  I960,  Claude  E.  Simmonds  of  our  Group  impersonated 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  retraced  Lincoln's  famous  walk  across  Boston  Common  one 
hundred  years  earlier.  Similar  to  Lincoln  in  height,  build  and  appearance, 
complete  with  beard,  tall  hat,  long  coat  and  carpetbag,  Simmonds  created 
somewhat  of  a  sensation  when  seen  by  Bostonians  on  this  occasionl 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  unique  contributions  of  Stacy  B. 
Southworth  in  arousing  interest,  in  raising:  funds,  in  the  furthering  of  the 
study  of  Lincoln  by  young  people  and  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Forbes  Foundation 
for  the  Preservation  of  the  Forbes  Lincoln  Collection  and  Log  Cabin. 

Tile  Sesquicentemiial  and  Centennial  Years  (19£9-1960)  (1961-1965). 

The  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  was  one  of  ninety- seven  organizations  awarded 
a  certificate  of  appreciation  by  the  Lincoln  Sesquicentemiial  Commission. 
Professor  Bernard,  then  President  of  the  Group,  participated  in  the  symposium 
on  "The  Current  State  of  Lincoln  Scholarship"  held  under  the  joint  auspices  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Lincoln  Sesquicentemiial  Commission,  February 
11,  I960.  Three  of  our  members  were  among  the  eighty-eight  honorary  members  of 
the  Commission  awarded  certificates  and  bronze  medals  for  their  contributions 
in  the  Lincoln  field  (Bernard,  Cobb  and  Lufkin);  two  of  our  members  were 
mainstays  and  principal  organizers  of  Lincoln  Sesquicentemiial  programs  in 
Massachusetts  (Lufkin  slid  Wahlstrom);  J.  Duane  Squires,  one  of  our  members, 
gave  the  main  commemoration  address  before  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  on 
February  12,  195>9,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Mew  Hampshire  Civil  War  Centennial 
Commission;  on  the  occasion  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
Lincoln's  birth,  Professor  Booth  addressed  a  joint  session  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  on  the  topic,  "The  Life  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  for  which  he  received 
an  official  citation  of  r.npreciation  from  the  Legislature;  two  of  our  members 
wrote  articles  in  a  special  series  on  Lincoln's  visit  to  New  Hampshire  in  186C 
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(Page  and  Squires).  Two  of  our  members  contributed  to  the  United  States 
Information  Service  Lincoln  Anniversary  Pamphlet  Series  in  1959*  and  also  to 
Broadcast  Music  Incorporated !s  "The  Abraham  Lincoln  Story,  18G9-1959" 
(Bruce  and  Bernard), 

Several  of  our  members  participated  in  Assemblies  of  the  National  Civil 
War  Centennial  Commission:  Richard  Lufkin  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  1959 i 
Judge  Wahlstrom  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  in  I960;  Professor  Bernard  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  in  May,  1962$  Fiore,  01 Connor,  Squires,  Bernard  in  Boston, 
1963.  Five  of  our  members  were  on  the  Massachusetts  Civil  War  Centennial 
Commission  (Lincoln,  Lufkin,  O'Connor,  Stone  and  Wahlstrom),  and  four  were 
on  the  Advisory  Council  (Bernard,  Fiore,  O'Connor,  Fitzpatrick),  All  five 
of  the  principal  publications  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  War  Centennial 
Commission  were  written  by  members  of  our  Group  (Ellsworth,  Fiore,  Oedel,  and 
©•Connor).  Thus  our  members  made  their  contributions  to  the  Anniversary

(Vol.  1,  Wo.  1)  of  the  LINCOLN  GROUP  NEWSLETTER  appeared.  It  contained  a 
wide  range  of  information  of  interest  to  Lincolnians,  from  activities  of 
our  own  Group,  such  as  a  message  from  President  Frank  J.  Williams,  to  the 
ground  breaking  at  Lincoln  Memorial  University  for  the  new  Abraham  Lincoln 
Library  and  Museum,  to  then  President  Ford's  attendance  at  a  theatrical 
production  at  Ford's  Theatre,  to  the  presentation  of  "A  Lincoln  Address" 
by  the  Rhode  Island  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  to  "Travels  with  Lincoln  in 
New  England,"  book  news  and  obituary  notices*  Subsequent  issues  have  appeared 
in  March  and  September,  1976,  equally  packed  with  interesting  items  of 
Lincolniana.  More  will  be  forthcoming.  The  NEWSLETTER  is  prepared  and  edited 
by  Professor  and  Mrs.  Thomas  R.  Turner,  who  are  to  be  commended  for  this  valuable 
contribution,  not  only  to  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston,  but  to  the  whole  field 
of  Lincolniana.

And  so,  Mr.  President,  I  take  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  Lincoln  Memorial  University, 
on  behalf  of  The  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston,  a 
fund  now  nearing  $1800,  in  memory  of  our 
mutual  friend  and  an  honored  scholar, 
Frederick  Lauriston  Bullard.  It  is  a  growing 
fund.  During  the  past  three  days  it  has 
grown  at  the  rate  of  $100  daily,  although  I 
do  not  expect  we  can  hope  to  keep  up  this  rate. 

In  the  short  time  between  February  12  and  June  8,  1953,  over  $2000  was 
raised;  there  were  fifty-six  contributors,  of  whom  twenty-three  were  from  New 
England  and  thirty-three  from  across  the  country,  from  Maine  to  California. 

In  1962-63,  when  plans  were  being  made  for  the  Twenty-fifth  Armiversary 
of  the  Group,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  Bullard  Memorial  Fund.  Milton 
F.  Beecher  took  entire  charge  of  this  project,  and  through  his  efforts  and 
those  of  Stacy  B.  Southworth,  who  raised  i 2050  by  personal  solicitation,  the 
Fund  reached  $5U0h.95.  Contributions  were  received  from  fourteen  states, 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  Montreal.  The  Fund  now  amounts  to  over  $5,500. 

Again,  in  1972,  the  Group  took  part  in  the  Lincoln  Memorial  University 
campaign  for  funds  for  enlarging  the  Library,  and  &U15  was  contributed  by 
members  and  friends.  The  campaign  at  the  University  exceeded  its  goal  of 
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$125,000.     The  extra  funds  were  used  for  furnishings.      The   annex  to  the  Library 
was  opened  in  1973,   and  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Library  and  Museum  were  completed 
in  1977. 

The  Lincoln  Bay  of  Washington  Cathedral.     When  funds  were  being  raised 
for  the  construction  end  completion  of  the  Lincoln  Bay  at  the  Washington 
Cathedral,   the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  made  a  modest  contribution  to  this 
good  cause. 

The  Friends  of  St.  Andrew's,  Hingham,  England.     The  Friends,   a  devoted 
group  of  historic ally-minded  people,  have  undertaken  the  responsibility  for  the 
restoration  and  preservation  of  the  parish  church,  St.  Andrew's,   in  Hiiigham, 
England,   the  ancestral  home  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  forebears.     The  Friends  have 
raised  considerable  sums  of  money  for  this  purpose.     The  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston 
has  made  modest  contributions  to  this  cause;   it  has  also  cooperated  with  the 
Friends  in  having  a  supply  of  postcard  views  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  printed  and 
available  to  visitors  to  the  church.     These  cards   (three  views)   are  also 
available  to  Lincolnians  in  this  country,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lincoln 
Group. 

For  the  week  long  celebration  of  "architectural  heritage  year"   (1975>)   at 
St.  Andrew's,  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  sent  some  eighty  items  for  exhibit 
in  the   section  headed   "Our  American  Connection."     Included  were  photographs, 
pictures,  prints,   maps,   facsimiles  of  famous  documents,    as  the  Gettysburg 
Address,    and  newspaper  articles,    all  giving  insight  into  the  Lincoln  story  in 
this  country  from  Hingham,   Massachusetts  to  Illinois   and  Washington.     Of 
particular  interest,    it  was  noted,  was  a  reproduction  of  Norman  Rockwell's 
painting,    "Abraham  Lincoln     Age   22."     The  greetings  of  the  Lincoln  Group  of 
Boston  were  extended  to  the  people   of  St.   Andrew's  and  Hingham  by  Kenneth  and 
Dorothy  Bernard  who  were  present  at  the  celebration.      "Our  English  Connection" 
has   afforded  much  pleasure  and   interest  to  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston,    and  we 
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are  greatly  pleased  that  we  have  established  friendly,  personal  contacts  with 
the  people  of  Hingham,  England. 

The  Far  East.  The  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  is  honored  to  have  two  Associate 
Members  in  the  Far  East,  both  of  whom  are  making  significant  contributions  to 
the  extending  of  the  Lincoln  story  in  that  area  of  the  world.  Mr.  Masaharu 
Mochizuki  came  to  the  United  States  in  1909,  as  a  young  man.  He  was  attracted 
to  Abraham  Lincoln  during  the  Centennial  Observances  that  year,  and,  in  his 
own  words,  "resolved  to  collect  not  only  Japanese  but  also  English  books 
concerning  Lincoln  in  order  to  make  a  wider  and  deeper  study  of  him."  He 
returned  to  Japan  in  1918  with  a  collection  of  twenty-five  books.  His 
collection  grew;  it  was  twice  reduced  to  ashes  —  in  the  earthquake  of  1923 
and  by  bombing  raids  in  19U5.  But  each  time  he  built  anew,  and  in  I96I 
established  a  library  and  museum  known  as  the  Tokyo  Lincoln  Center.  Its 
holdings  as  of  1977  include:  1237  books  in  English,  263  in  Japanese,  and  38 
in  other  languages;  over  UOO  pamphlets;  30  fine  oil  portraits;  extensive  stamp 
and  coin  collections.  Mr.  Mochizuki  has  been  honored  by  the  United  States 
Government  and  by  the  Japanese  Government  for  his  contributions  to  cultural 
and  scholarly  development  through  the  Tokyo  Lincoln  Center. 

Dr.  Donggill  Kim  spent  several  years  in  Boston  studying  for  his  Ph.D. 

* 

at  Boston  University.     He  received  his  degree  in  1971;  his  dissertation  subject 
was  —  Abraham  Lincoln:     An  Oriental  View.     During  his  stay  in  Boston  he  was  a 
regular  member  of  the  Group,    and  has  been  an  Associate  Member  since  his  return 
to  Korea.     When  he  returned  to  Korea,  he  shipped  home  a  small  roomful  of 
Lincoln  books  and  documents,   all  packed  carefully  in  cartons.     Much  of  the 
shipment  came  from  the  Collection  of  member  Edwin  P.  Booth,  whose  estate  was 
being  disposed  of.     This  would  have  pleased  Professor  Booth  who  had  world-wide 
interests  himself. 

In  1975,  Dr.  Kim's  book,   Abraham  Lincoln:     A  Biography,  was  published  in 
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Seoul.     It  was  the  first  biography  of  Lincoln  ever  printed  in  the  Korean 
language,   specifically  for  the  Korean  people.     That  the  book  has  gone  through 
several  editions  is  an  indication  of  its  popularity  with  the  Korean  people. 
Dr.  Kim* s  second  book,  The  President's  Laughter  (1976)  has  proven  to  be  very 
popular  also,  and  has  been  on  the  best-seller  list  for  some  time. 

The  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  is  fortunate  to  be  represented  in  the  Far 
last  by  these  two  Associate  Members. 
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LINCOLN  IN  NEW  ENGLAND 

September  9-23,  181*8 

WORCESTER  -  NEW  BEDFORD  -  TAUNTON

About  September  9,   18U8,  Lincoln  left  Washington,  D.C.  for  his  speaking 
tour  in  Massachusetts.     Most  of  his     speeches  were  given  in  Boston  and  nearby 
communities.     Details  of     his  itinerary  are  shown  on  Richard  F.  Lufkin's  map 
which  is  included  with  this  booklet  as  a  separate.     Additional  information 
concerning  Lincoln* s  visits  to  Worcester,  Taunton  and  New  Bedford  has  been 
supplied  by  member  William  F.  Hanna  HI. 
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Worcester 

Abraham  Lincoln  arrived  in  Worcester,   Massachusetts  on  the  morning  of 
September  12,  I8I48.     He  chose  this  as  the  first  stop  on  his  Bay  State  tour 
because  the  Whig  State  Convention  was  opening  there  on  that  day  and  would  thus 
give  hira  an  opportunity  to  gauge  the  depth  of  the  Whig  apposition  to  the 
nomination  of  Zachary  Taylor.     Lincoln  also  intended  to  solicit  invitations 
for  himself  to  speak  on  Taylor's  behalf  around  the  state, 

Lincoln*  s  principal  address  in  Worcester  was  given  on  the  evening  of  his 
arrival.     Speaking  at  City  Hall  to  a  packed  gathering,  the  visitor  treated  his 
listeners  to  a  genuine  western  stump  speech.     Dressed  in  a  long  linen  duster, 
Lincoln  began  by  telling  the  audience  that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  address  a 
crowd  on  "...this  side  ef  the  mountains."     He  then  went  on  to  assail  the 
Democratic  nominee,  Lewis  Cass,  on  everything  from  his  military  record  to  his 
voracious  appetite  and,  by  the  time  he  had  finished,  the  crowd  was  shouting 
for  more.     Aside  from  a  thoughtless  remark  about  the  murder  ef  an  Illinois 
abolitionist,  Lincoln* s  first  speech  in  Massachusetts  was  a  great  success,   and 
he  returned  to  his  room  in  the  Worcester  House  well  pleased. 

The  next  day  found  Congressman  Lincoln  up  and     about  early.     Although  he 
did  not  formally  address  the  convention,  he  did  make  several  speeches  to 
delegates  throughout  the  day.     Early  in  the  morning  he    was  with  the  Worcester 
Brass  Band  escorting  newly  arrived  delegates  to  the  convention  hall.     Later  he 
spoke  to  the  local  Rough  and  Ready  Club,  extolling  the  virtues  of  Taylor1 s 
candidacy. 

Abraham  Lincoln  ended  his  stay  in  Worcester  at  a  dinner  given  by  former 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  Levi  Lincoln.     As  he  prepared  to  go  to  Mew  Bedford, 
the  local  press  reported  that  Lincoln  had  delivered  one  of  the  finest  political 
speeches  in  the  city' s  history,   and  that  many  Whigs  were  back  to  supporting 
Taylor  because  of  it. 
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New  Bedford 

On  September  Hi,  18U8,  Abraham  Lincoln  traveled  from  Worcester  to  New 
Bedford.  This  city,  incorporated  only  the  year  before,  was  one  of  the  busiest 
seaports  in  America.  In  18U8,  at  least  250  whaling  ships  called  New  Bedford 
home,  and  this  industry  would  continue  to  thrive  in  the  years  ahead.  New 
Bedford  was  also  a  center  of  Free  Soil  sentiment,  and  few  disagreed  when  the 
New  Bedford  Daily  Mercury  called  Zachary  Taylor  "...a  candidate  not  acceptable 
to  the  people. "  Anyone  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Whig  nominee  faced  a  formidable 
task  in  this  part  of  Massachusetts.  Lincoln  also  went  to  New  Bedford  to  offer 
a  good  word  for  his  friend,  Congressman  Joseph  Griimell,  who  found  himself  in 
a  difficult  re-election  fight. 

Abraham  Lincoln  spoke  only  once  in  New  Bedford.  It  happened  in  Liberty 
Hall,  a  center  for  many  of  the  area's  abolitionist  groups.  After  being  introduced 
to  a  large  crowd,  Lincoln  delivered  the  same  speech  that  he  had  given  in  Worcester, 
without  mentioning  the  death  of  the  Illinois  abolitionist.  Again  the  speech,  and 
the  speaker,  were  greatly  appreciated.  A  local  newspaperman  covering  the  event 
noted  that  Lincoln's  talk  was  frequently  laced  with  "•• .genuine  racy  western  wit." 
The  same  writer,  observing  the  disposition  of  the  crowd,  remembered  that  Lincoln 
had  caught  his  listeners  "•• .right  between  the  wind  and  the  water."  As  Abraham 
Lincoln  left  the  hall  that  night,  it  was  to  the  sound  of  three  hearty  cheers  for 
Taylor,  and  then  another  three  for  the  westerner  himself. 

As  Lincoln  went  to  Congressman  Grinnell's  house  on  County  Street  to  spend 
the  night,  another  resident  of  the  city  was  recording  his  thoughts  in  his  diary. 
George  Rodman,  a  prominent  New  Bedford  Quaker,  wrote  that  the  talk  had  been 
"...pretty  sound,  but  not  a  tasteful  speech."  Abraham  Lincoln,  unaware  of 
Hodman's  opinion,  returned  to  Boston  the  following  day. 
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Taunton 

The  ninth  day  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  Massachusetts  tour,  September  21,  181*8, 
found  him  in  Taunton.     Since  his  arrival  in  Worcester  on  September  12,  Lincoln 
had  delivered  no  fewer  than  seven  major  speeches,   as  well  as  several  other  talks 
given  to  smaller  audiences.     In  Taunton  Lincoln  could  look  forward  to  two  more 
Whig  rallies  before  a  final  Boston  appearance  which  would  send  him  on  his  way 
home. 

On  the  afternoon  of  his  arrival  Lincoln  spoke  to  a  small  crowd  in  Mechanics 
Hall,   a  building  owned  by  Reed  and  Barton  Silversmiths  and  used  by  their  debating 
society.     The  press  did  not  cover  the  appearance,  thus  little  is  known  about  it. 

Lincoln's  main  address  in  Taunton  was  scheduled  for  that  evening  in  Union 
Hall,   a  large  building  not  far  from  Taunton  Green.     A  reporter  for  the  Old  Colony 
Republican  described  how  Lincoln  began  by  leaning  against  the  wall  in  a  relaxed 
manner  until  he  became  involved  in  his  subject.     Over  the  next  few  minutes  a 
transformation  came  over  the  speaker,  until  he  was  completely  immersed  in  what 
he  was  saving.     Then,  fixing  his  footing,  he  soon  had  the  audience  howling  with 
delight  and  agreement.     The  writer  had  high  praise  for  Lincoln  and  his  speech. 

Not  so  charitable  was  the  Bristol  County  Democrat.     The  editor  of  that 
newspaper  charged  that  Lincoln's  speech,  even  though  the  crowd  enjoyed  it,  was 
"reckless,"  "audacious,"  and  intellectually  dishonest.     The  author  further 
charged  that  Lincoln  was  far  inferior  to  other  Taylorites  who  had  spoken  in  the 
town,   and  to  prove  this  the  editor  then  went  on  to  rebut  Lincoln's  arginfcents 
point  by  point.     This  speech  in  Taunton  received  more  local  coverage  than 
any  other  on  the  tour. 

Abraham  Lincoln  spent  the  night  of  September  21  in  Taunton  at  the  home 
of  a  prominent  Whig  leader,   and  left  early  the  next  morning  for  Boston. 
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LINCOLN  IN  NEW*  ENGLAND 
February  28  -  March  11,  i860 

"I  have  been  unable  to  escape  this  toil.  If  I  had  foreseen 
it,  I  think  I  would  not  hare  come  east  at  all." 

So  wrote  Lincoln  to  Mrs.   Lincoln  fr-m  Exeter,  New  Hampshire, 
when  half-way  through  his     second  visit  to  New  England, 

Lincoln  left  Springfield,   Illinois,   on  February  23,   i860,   and  arrived  in 
New  York  on  the  2£th.     On  Sunday,  the  26th,  he  attended  church  with  Henry  C. 
Bowen,   and  on  Monday  evening,   the   27th,  made  his  famous  "Cooper  Union  Speech," 
Then  he  began  his  strenuous  speaking  tour  of  New  England  during  which  he  made 
the  comment  above.     On  his  return  to  New  York,  he  again  went  to  church  to  hear 
Henry  Ward  Beecher,  visited  another  church  and  a  settlement  house  for  boys. 
He  arrived  back  in  Springfield  on  Wednesday,  March  lii. 

The  sketch  of  Lincoln's  New  England  journey  here  reproduced  was  made  by 
Richard  F,   Lufkin  in  1952,   in  a  letter  to  Judge  Page,     It  was  not  intended  for 
publication.     Had  he  lived  longer,   Mr.  Lufkin  undoubtedly  would  have  made  a 
map  of  this  journey  as  he  did  for  Lincoln's  visit  in  18U8.

F.  Leuriston  Bullard,  first  president  of  the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston, 
observed  that  "The  Lincoln  story  is  one  for  art  in  all  its  forms  to  perpetuate*..* 
A  real  memorial  ought  to  symbolize  in  an  inescapable  way  the  sentiment  inspiring 
its  erection. ■       New  Englanders  and  New  England  visitors  have  stood  in  Park 
Square,  Boston,   and  sensed  the  inspiration  behind  the  well  known  Ball  statue 
with  its  inscription,   "A  Race  Set  Free,"  have  crossed  the  Common  to  ponder  the 
immense  Robert  Gould  Shaw  Memorial  over  which  Salnt-Gaudens  labored  for  fourteen 
years  to  create  his  desired  effect,   and  probably  have  seen  the    famous  Keck 
Lincoln  sitting  on  a  rock  in  Hinghare,   the  home  of  his  ancestors.     The  Lincoln 
story,  however,  is  perpetuated  in  many  other  places  in  New  England.     Traveling 
throughout  the  six  state  area,  we  can  see  Mr.  Lincoln  represented  in  various 
media  such  as  oil,  bronze,  marble,  plaster,   and  stained  glass.     Items  of  Lincolniana 
can  be  found  in  college  art  galleries  and  libraries,  banks,  public  libraries,   and 
on  village  greens.     The  following  is  a  guide  to  some  of  the  interesting  Lincolniana 
in  New  England  —  items  perhaps  not  as  well  known  as  those  referred  to  above  — 

but  items  which  contribute  to  the  Lincoln  story  and  help  to  perpetuate  what

CONNECTICUT 

New  Milford:     The     Green 

Edward  Williams  Marsh  (Captain  of  Company  M,  Second  Connecticut 
Volunteers,  Heavy  Artillery)  met  President  Lincoln  several  times, 
and  it  was  his  life's  desire  to  present  to  his  native  town  a 
token  of  his  love  and  reverence  for  his  Coiranander- in-Chief.     This 
Civil  War  soldier's  wish  was  fulfilled  when,   in  1912,   a  four  foot 
bronze  bust,  created  by  sculptor  Paul  Morris  of  Bridgeport,  was 
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dedicated  "•••in  loving  memory  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
Union  Army  and  Navy  —  1861-186?)  —  and  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 
President  of  the  United  Ststes,   1861-1865."-*     The  bust  stands  at 
the  north  end  of  the  Green  in  the  western  Connecticut  town  of 
New  Milford. 

Hartford:     The  Connecticut  State  Library  Museum 

Among  the  several  articles  of  Lincolniana  displayed  in  the  Lincoln 
Vault  are  a  large  portrait  by  Francis  Bic knell  Carpenter,  a  Volk 
life  mask,   and  a  table  given  to  the  State  Library  in  1912  by 
Daniel  Nash  Morgan  of  Bridgeport,     Mr*  Morgan,  when  he  was 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  in  the  second  administration  of 
Grover     Cleveland,  was  given  the  table  by  Louis  Burgdorf  who 
affirmed  to  have  been  present  when  Lincoln  signed  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation  on  this  very  table.     The  Museum  also  has  a  large  wood 
and  wicker  rocker  which,   according  to  tradition,  was  used  on  the 
White  House  piazza  by  President  Lincoln  and  later  brought  by 
Gideon  Welles  to  his  home  in  Hartford.     It  came  into  the  Museum's 
possession  in  1939* 

Storrs:     The  University  of  Connecticut  -  The  William  Benton  Museum  of  Art 

A  European  sculptress  who  fled  Vienna  and    then  Paris  before  the 
advancing  Nazis,  found  in  New  York  the  freedom  to  create  and  to 
exhibit.     Marguerite  Stix's  sculpture  and  her  use  of  the  figure 
are  characterized  by  an  affirmation  of  faith  in  humanity  which 
reached  a  high  point  in  her  23- inch  bronze  head  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
In  1959.  Mrs.  Stix  was  moved  to  create  her  "Lincoln, tt  upon  reading 
Carl  Sandburg's  biography  of  Lincoln.     Three  of  these  bronze  heads 
were  cast,   and  one  has  a  permanent  home  on  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Connecticut,   in  its  William  Benton  Museum  of  Art. 


RHODE  ISLAND 

Providence:     Brown  University,    The  John  Hay  Library 

Here  is  the  McLellan  Lincoln  Collection,   known  for  its  strength  in 
manuscript  items  in  Lincoln's  own  handwriting,  rich  also  in  paintings 
and  sculptures.     There  are  four  original  oil  portraits  of  Lincoln 
by  his  contemporaries.     One  was  done  by  the  Bavarian  artist,  Peter 
Baumgras,   in  1865;   one  by  Elizabeth  Croasdale,    a  principal  of  the 
Philadelphia  School  of  Design,  probably  in  1863;   and  two  were  the 
work  of  William  Cogswell  whose  "President  Grant  and  Family"  hangs  in 
the  National  Gallery.      Other  originals  are  by  Adrian  de  Groot, 
Richard  K.   Fletcher,   and  William  M.   Prior  —  this  latter  is  a  portrait 
on  glass.     Among  the  Collection's  busts  and  statues  are  two  Rogers 
Groups  ("The  Council  of  War"  and   "Taking  tne  Oath  and  Drawing  Rations") 
and  a  plaster  model  of  the  bronze  statuette  by  Vermont-born  Truman 
II.  Bartlett,  which  was  exhibited  in  Paris  in  1877.     The  Providence 
sculptor,  Gilbert  Franklin,    is  represented  by  a  hnlf-size  plaster 
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model  of  his  bronze  Lincoln.     Another  among  the  interesting  items 
of  Lincolniana  is  John  Nicolay's  own  copy  of  the  Gardner  photograph, 
"Lincoln  and  His  Secretaries, " 


MASSACHUSETTS 


Stockbridge:     Chesterwood 


Chesterwood,  the  estate  and  studio  of  Daniel  Chester  French,  is  a 
National  Historic  Landmark  and  a  Massachusetts  Historic  Landmark. 
It  was  presented  to  the  National  Trust  by  the  famous  sculptor's 
daughter  in  1969  as  a  memorial  to  her  father.     French's  "Minute  Man" 
at  North  Bridge,   Concord,  was  created  long  before  the  artist  came  to 
the  Massachusetts  Berkshires,  but  the  other  of  his  two  most  famous 
works  was  fashioned  at  Chesterwood.     An  eight-foot  plaster  cast  model 
of  the  seated  Lincoln  in  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  Washington,  D.C., 
dominates  the  studio  at  Stockbridge.     Here  also  are  the  tools,  books, 
drawings,    and  notes  of  the  sculptor.     Outside  and  across  the  lawn 
at  the  edge  of  the  woods,  the  standing  Lincoln  with  head  bowed  and 
hands  clasped  seems  to  be  deep  in  thought.     The  viewer  cannot  help 
but  wonder  if  he  is  contemplating  the  contrast  between  this  peaceful 
setting  and  the  scenes  of  war.     This  is  a  replica  of  the  bronze  done 
for  the  Capitol  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska.     The  sculptor  is  reported  to 
have  posed  the  figure  this  way  to  portray  the  heavily-burdened 
President  arranging  his  thoughts  and  his  emotions  as  he  is  about  to 
speak  "a  few  words"  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  at  Gettysburg. 

Concord:     The  Concord  Free  Public  Library 

Two  items  of  Lincoln  interest  are  on  display  at  the  Concord  Free 
Public  Library.     A  fine  portrait  by  E.  D.  Marchant  hangs  in  the 
Reference  Room.     The  artist  was  working  on  this  painting  at  the  time 
of  the  assassination;  his  distress  over  the  tragedy  made  completion 
of  the  portrait  most  difficult  for  him.     The  Library  was  presented 
with  this  portrait  in  I899.     In  190U,   Samuel  Hoar  bequeathed  to  the 
Library  the  cabinet  table  used  in  the  White  House  by  presidents  from 
Madison  to  Grant.     Allen  French,  historian  and  member  of  the  Concord 
Library  Committee  from  1909  to  19U6,  refers  to  this  table  as  "the 
library's  most  valuable  and  interesting  piece  of  furniture,   . ..  on     , 
which  it  is  possible  that  the  Emancipation  Proclamation  was  signed." 
This  handsome  large  table  is  in  the  Trustees'  Room. 

Worcester:     Mechanics  Hall 

Only  eighteen  years  after  Mr.  Lincoln  visited  Worcester  in  18U8,   a 
most  remarkable  portrait  of  hifc  was  hung  in  this  city's  historic 
Mechanics  Hall.     This  portrait,  by  the  Boston  painter,  E.  T.  Billings, 
was  presented  to  the  Worcester  County  Mechanics  Association  by  a 
group  of  ladies  from  the  Bay  State  Shoe  and  Leather  Company,  October 
h,  1866.     The  painting  itself  is  91  by  6',   and  is  in  a  fancy  fr«ae 
which  measures  10*   8"  by  7*   8".     The  weight  is  approximately  three 
hundred  poundsl     Mechanics  Hall,  completed  in  1857>  has  a  history  of 
important  cultural  activity.     In  design  and  acoustics  it  rates  among 
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the  finest  concert  halls  in  the  country.     At  the  front  of  the  main 
hall  is  a  large  Hook  organ,   installed  in  l86h.     To  the  left  of  the 
organ  is  the  Lincoln  portrait  and  to  the  right  a  large  portrait 
of  George  Washington.     Mechanics  Hall,  completely  re-furbished,  was 
recently  re-opened,  with  its  historic  beauty  fully  restored.     The 
portrait  of  Mr.  Lincoln,   also  cleaned  and  restored,   continues  to  be 
displayed  in  this  great  hall  which  has  been  its  home  for  one  hundred 
eleven  years. 

New  Bedford:     Old  Dartmouth  Historical  Society  Whaling  Museum 

The  Whaling  Museum  has  a  mirror  in  which  the  face  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
is  said  to  have  been  reflected.     The  mirror  came  from  the  River 
Queen,   a  sidewheel  steamer  used  on  the  Potomac  River  as  a  dispatch 
boat  for  General  Grant  during  the  Civil  War,   and  later  by  New 
Englanders  en  route  to  and  from  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Nantucket. 
President  Lincoln  and  Alexander  H.   Stephens,  Vice-President  of  the 
Confederacy,  held  their  famous  peace  conference  in  the  River  Queen's 
guest  stateroom  where  the  mirror  hung.     It  is  thought  that  the 
mirror  is  the  only  relic  from  this  historic  stateroom  to  have  been 
preserved. 

Bridgewater:     Bridgewater  State  College,  The  Clement  C.  Maxwell  Library 

The  Arthur  L.  Hayden  Collection  of  Lincolniana  includes  many  familiar 
likenesses  of  Abraham  Lincoln,   and  also  some  rather  unique  items. 
Among  the  latter  are  two  interesting  pictures:     one  is  an  original 
oil  painting  —  neither  signed  nor  dated,  on  an  unframed  canvas  — 
of  a  beardless  Lincoln;  the  other  is  a  photograph,   in  a  walnut  oval 
frame,   of  an  oil  portrait  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  head  in  an  unusual  semi- 
profile  position,   said  to  have  been  done  from  life  by  William  Morris 
Hunt  of  Brattleboro,  Vermont,   and  Boston.     This  artist  was  uncle  and 
teacher  of  Clyde  Du  Vernet  Hunt,   sculptor  of  the  Lincoln  statue  in 
Bennington,  Vermont.     Also  in  the  collection  is  a  framed  photograph 
of  a  board  with  seven  bullet  holes  in  it,   and  on  the  paper  backing 
a  handwritten  date  -  August  18,   1963.      (President  Lincoln  personally 
tested  the  Spencer  seven-shooter  on  August  18,   1863;  the  target  was 
a  pine  board  at  which  the  president  fired  seven  shots. ') 

Brain tree:     Thayer  Public  Library 

This  library  displays  a  portrait  of     Abraham  Lincoln  with  his  beard 
partly  grown.     The  painting  is  done  in  oil,   on  canvas,   and  measures 
overall  271"  by  33?tt»     Its  charm  is  enhanced  by  a  handsome  two  inch 
frame  of  dark  wood.     Details  concerning  the  artist  are  unknown. 
Here  also  one  can  see  a  large  bust  of  Lincoln  by  the  well-known 
sculptor,  William  0.  Partridge. 

Maiden:     Maiden  Public  Library,   Art  Gallery 

A  large  (91   by  18')   canvas  of  historic  importance  hangs  in  this 
library's  art  gallery.     The  scene  is  the  dedication  of  the  National 
Cemetery  at  Gettysburg,   November  19,   1863.     President  Lincoln  is  the 
central  standing  figure,    and  around  him  are  grouped  -  some  sitting 
and  others  standing  -  prominent  statesmen  and  generals  of  the  time. 
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The  artist,   Albion  H.  Bicknell,  painted  tnese  men  from  memory  and 
from  photographs  supplied  by  friends  or  relatives  of  the  subjects. 
He  began  this  work  in  I876  and  completed  it  in  1879,     It  was 
exhibited  in  several  cities,   and  then  returned  to  Mr,  Bicknell' s 
studio  where  the  artist  spent  months  going  over  the  entire  picture, 
so  that  it  did  not  appear  travel-worn  when  it  was  presented  to  the 
Maiden  Public  Library  where  it     has  been  on  exhibit  since  1885. 

Albion  H,  Bicknell  was  born  in  Maine  in  1837,  but  he  resided  for 
forty  years  in  Maiden  where  he  died  in  1915.  He  was  associated 
with  many  of  the  greatest  artists  of  his  day,  among  them  William 
Morris  Hunt,  and  he  was  a  versatile  painter  whose  works  included 
seascapes  and  landscapes,  still-life  and  historical  composition. 
He  may  be  best  remembered  for  the  numerous  portraits  he  made  of 
the  public  men  of  the  time,  and  among  these  were  several  fine 
portraits  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

(NOTE:     The  authors  would  like  to  mention  here  that  two  members  of 
the  Lincoln  Group  of  Boston  did  extensive  research  on  Albion  H, 
Bicknell,     The  Reverend  J,  L,  McCorison  presented  a  paper  00  the 
artist  to  the  Group  in  19U5.     The  late  Claude  £•  Simmonds  gathered 
much  information  on  the  locations  of  the  artist's  work»#) 

Maiden:     Maiden  High  School 

Another  public  building  in  Maiden  has  a  Bicknell  portrait  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.     This  painting  is  in  the  Maiden  High  School  Library, 
The  High  School  is  in  the  process  of  building  an  addition,   including 
a  new  library,  to  which  the  painting  will  be  moved, 

Newton:     Lasell  Junior  College,  Haskell  House 

On  the  Lasell  campus,  in  an  administration  building  (Haskell  House), 
one  of  Albion  H,  Bicknell1 s  famous  portraits  of  Abraham  Lincoln  is 
exhibited  and  available  for  public  viewing.     This  is  a  seated 
thoughtful  Lincoln  in  a  handsome  frame. 


Boston:     The  State  House,   Doric  Hall 

The  Laws  and  Resolves  (1906)  of  Massachusetts  contain  in  Chapter  30 
a  resolve  authorizing  the  Governor  and  Council  ♦'•••to  examine  the 
full-length  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln  by  Albion  H.  Bicknell,   and 
if,  in  their  opinion,   the  same  is  artistically  worthy  of  the  subject 
and  the  place,  to  purchase  the  portrait  and  cause  it  to  be  hung... 
in  the  State  House."     Thus  one  of  the    very  few  full-length  standing 
portraits  of  Mr.  Lincoln  hangs  in  Doric  Hall,   an  impressive  room 
which  has  been  carefully  maintained.     This  room  is  used  for  social 
gatherings  and  official  ceremonies;  it  is  also  the  first  room  viewed 
by  the  visitor  as  he  enters  the  State  House  from  the  main  granite 
steps  of  the  Bulfinch  front.     Here  Mr.  Lincoln  is  appropriately 
remembered,   along  with  some  of  the  early  statesmen  of  the  Colony 
and  the  Commonwealth. 
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Boston:  The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston 

Two  murals  by  N.  C.  Wyeth  have  decorated  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
of  Boston  since  the  1920s.  The  new  bank  building  will  display  these 
historic  murals  in  its  museum  area,  which  will  open  in  1978.  The 
New  Englander,  N.  C.  Wyeth,  was  asked  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  to 
do  two  murals  which  would  commemorate  two  outstanding  events  in  our 
country1 s  financial  history.  After  much  thought  and  research, 
Wyeth  chose  his  subjects.  One  mural  would  portray  Alexander 
Hamilton  explaining  his  plans  for  financial  management  to  George 
Washington  and  Robert  Morris;  the  other,  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his 
Treasury  Secretary,  Salmon  P.  Chase,  discussing  legislation 
authorising  the  establishment  of  our  National  Banking  System. 
The  artist  wrote,  in  1921,  ttAnd  now  ahead  of  me  are  the  two 
momentous  subjects  to  paint  for  the  bink,  as  great  subjects  of 
that  kind  as  ever  a  man  could  be  faced  with....* 

Boston:  Province  Street 

On  September  15*  18U8,  Abraham  Lincoln  spoke  at  a  Whig  Rally  in 
Boston.  To  commemorate  this  significant  event,  the  City  of  Boston, 
in  192U,  placed  a  plaque  on  the  site  of  old  Washington  Hall,  where 
the  rally  was  held.  Recently,  the  plaque  was  removed  for  a  period 
of  time,  but  it  ^?«*  been  returned  to  its  place  and  may  be  viewed 
on  Province  Street  opposite  the  famous  Province  Steps.  Above  the 
inscription  on  the  plaque  is  a  fine  profile  of  Lincoln  by  the 
sculptor,  John  Paramina. 

Boston:  Boston  University,  The  Daniel  L.  Marsh  Chapel 

The  corner  stone  for  the  Marsh  Chapel  was  laid  in  19u9»  This  Gothic 
chapel  seems  to  express  the  hope  of  its  namesake  —  that  those  who 
look  upon  it  "•..may  see  more  than  they  see. M?  Stainless  glass 
windows,  traditional  vehicles  for  seeing  more,  were  created  for  the 
chapel  by  Charles  J.  Cormick  Associates.  Among  the  great  persons 
selected  to  be  represented  in  these  windows  was  Abraham  Lincoln  — 
because  he  was  the  saviour  of  the  American  Union  and  the  emancipator 
of  four  million  slaves.  The  inscription  reads,  "This  nation,  under 
God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of  freedom.  *  The  picture  within  the 
narrow  window  is  of  the  President  holding  the  Emancipation  Proclamation 
a  very  tall  President.  To  the  viewer,  his  dimensions  are  limitless. 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


Manchester:  Central  High  School 


On  the  lawn  of  Central  Hi^h  School,  a  bronze  Abraham  Lincoln  sits  in 
an  attitude  of  listening  and  thinking,  holding  an  unrolled  map,  or 
scroll,  in  one  hand.  This  masterpiece  of  the  famous  John  Rogers  has 
a  history  worthy  of  mention.  The  original  plaster  statue,  made  by 
Rogers,  won  a  gold  medal  at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair,  and  was  given 
by  the  artist  to  the  city  of  Manchester,  where  he  had  worked  and  lived 
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as  a  young  man.     In  order  to  preserve  for  all  time  this  work  of  art, 
the  Louis  Bell  Post,  No,   3,  G.A.R.,   led  a  movement  to  have  it  cast 
in  bronze.     With  the  help  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  Association  and 
the  City  of  Manchester,  enough  funds  were  collected  to  contract  with 
the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company  of  Providence  for  the  bronze 
casting  and  the  R.  P.  Stevens  Company  of  Manchester  for  the  stone 
base.     Appropriately,  on  Memorial  Day,   1910,  it  was  dedicated.     In 
the  spring  of  1972,  Mr.  Lincoln's  scroll,  or  map,  was  found  to  be 
missing 1     The  student  body  of  Central  High  School  undertook,   as  a 
Bicentennial  project,  to  restore  the  scroll.     Through  the  Lincoln 
Statue  Fund  Committee  money  was  raised,   end  the  Paul  King  Foundry 
of  Johnston,  Rhode  Island,  cast  a  replica  of  the  missing  piece. 
On  Memorial  Day,  1976,  the  restored  statue  was  unveiled,     Mr. 
Bullard  would  be  pleased  with  this  story,  for  he  had  observed  that 
Lincoln  statues  "•••have  had  the  watchful  care  of  local  Lincolnians, 
and  those  lovers  of  Lincoln  number  many  thousands  today.. ••" 

Concord:     The  State  House,  the  House  of  Representatives 

On  display  in  Representatives  Hall  is  a  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
by  Alexander  R.  James.     The  artist  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
in  1890,   and  lived  for  some  time  in  New  Hampshire.     His  Abraham 
Lincoln,  too,  is  being  well  cared  for  by  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  — 
recent  renovative  and  restorative  work  in  Representatives  Hall 
including  a  cleaning  of  the  portrait. 

Cornish:     The  Saint-C  audens  National  Historic  Site 

Tradition  holds  that  Augustus  Saint-C  sudens  was  influenced  to  buy  a 
home  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire,  by  the  probability  of  finding  many 
"Lincoln-shaped"  men  among  his  Yankee  neighborsl     The  idea  for  the 
statue  was  already  in  the  sculptor's  mind  when  he  came  to  this  New 
Hampshire  town  on  the  Connecticut  River,  with  its  dramatic  view  of 
Vermont's  Mt.  Ascutney.     Here  *  great  artist  created  the  "Standing 
Lincoln"  symbolizing  forever  a  great  president.     The  original  was 
dedicated  in  Lincoln  Park,  Chicago,  in  1887)  later  a  full  size 
replica  was  dedicated  in  Parliament  Square,  London,  England.     The 
smaller  size  model  stands  in  Cornish  in  the  artist's  studio.     Oh  the 
well-kept  grounds  one  sees  a  bust  of  Mr.  Lincoln  just  above  a  green 
hedgerow.     Out  on  the  lawn  beyond  the  house  and  studio  is  the  Robert 
Gould  Shaw  Memorial,   shaded  by  trees,  and  as  impressive  as  its 
original  on  Boston  Common. 


MAINE 

Brunswick:     Bowdoin  College,  Bowdoin  Art  Museum 

Winslow  Homer,  although  best  known  and  loved  for  his  great  oil 
seascapes  and  watercolors,   also  provided  us  with  a  fascinating 
record  of  Civil  War  times  through  his  numerous  engravings.     Many 
collections  boast  Homer  engravings.     However,   it  is  appropriate  to 
note  that,  in  this  artist's  adopted  state  of  Maine,  Mr.  Lincoln  is 
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remembered  in  the  Bowdoin  College  Art  Museum.     The  Museum*  s 
collection  includes  Homer's  engravings  of  the  (First)  Inaugural 
Procession  and  the  (First)  Inauguration  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln, 

Waterville:     Colby  College,  The  Colby  College  Art  Museum 

In  19^6,  Colby  College  acquired  a  metal  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
done  in  1916  by  Andrew  0* Connor*     It  is,   according  to  Professor 
William  B.  Killer  of  the  Deaprtraent  of  Art,   ".. .apparently  the 
head  from  the  full-length  statue  of  Lincoln  in  Springfield, 
Illinois,  by  O'Connor. "9     The  statue  at  the  Capitol  in  Springfield 
was  called  by  the  artist  "The  Lincoln  of  the  Farewell  Address."     A 
man  deeply  moved,  humble  but  dignified  as  he  faced  his  awesome 
responsibility,  is  portrayed  by  this  sculptor  who  was  born  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  in  187b. 

Dexter:     Abbott  Memorial  Library 

The  Public  Library  in  this  northern  Maine  town  ha6  on  display  a 
portrait  in  oil  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  This  painting  is  probably 
another  of  the  works  of  Albion  Harris  Bicknell. 


VERMONT 


Montpelier:     The  State  House 

The  Main  Lobby  of  Vermont's  capitol  building  extends  into  the  Hall 
of  Inscriptions  at  the  very  end  of  which  is  a  large  bust  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.     Placed  on  a  high  pedestal  and  enhanced  by  well-planned 
lighting,  this  marble  sculpture  in  its  fine  setting  makes  an 
unforgettable  impression  on  the  viewer.     The  artist  was  Larkin 
Goldsmith  Mead,  Jr.,  whose  brother  was  a  founder  of  the  architectural 
firm  of  McKim,  Mead,   and  White.     Larkin  Goldsmith  Mead,   a  native  of 
Brattleboro,  was  winner,   in  1866,  of  the  nationwide  competition  for 
a  design  for  the  Shrine  at  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery,  Springfield,   Illinois. 
The  State  House  Art  Collection  also  includes  a  i960  painting  by  J. 
N.  Whitney,   "Vermont  at  Gettysburg,"  and  two  Civil  War  Camp  Scenes 
by  Julian  A.  Scott.     A  notable  item  in  this  collection  is  a  panoramic 
painting  of  the  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek,   also  by  Julian  A.  Scott. 
This  artist  was  a  drummer  boy  with  the  Vermont  Volunteers,   and  many 
of  the  true  likenesses  of  the  participants  in  the  battle  were 
painted  from  life  sketches.     Scott  was  awarded  the  Congressional 
Medal  of  Honor  in  1865,   and  was  commissioned  by  the  Vermont  Legislature 
to  create  this  painting  as  Vermont's  Civil  War  Memorial. 

Proctor:     The  Vermont  Marble  Company 

Many  years  ago,    an  Italian  sculptor  did  a  relief  carving  in  Vermont 
statuary  marble  of  Abraham  Lincoln,    and  presented  it  to  a  Wallingford, 
Vermont,  hotel  in  payment  of  his  board.     This  carving  is  now  part  of 
the   extensive  exhibit   at   the  Vermont  Marble   Conpnny  in  Proctor,    just 
north  of  Rutland. 
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St.  Johnsbury:     St.  Johnsbury  Athenaeum 

High  up  in  an  archway  of  this  library  is  a  marble  bust  of  Lincoln  — 
it  could  be  missed  if  one  doesn't  look  up  carefully.     It  carries 
an  inscription  "Patented  -  June  8,  1862,"  but  the  sculptor  is  not 
known,  nor  is  there  any  information  on  hew  the  Athenaeum  acquired 
this  piece* 

Bennington:     The  Bennington  Museum 

"The  American  Spirit,"  as  the  statue  outside  the  Bennington  Museum 
has  come  to  be  called,   is  actually  a  group  —  a  woman  sitting  at 
Lincoln's  feet  and  a  young  boy  standing  with  her,  both  looking  up 
to  the  tall  President.     Some  feel  the  three  figures  represent  faith, 
hope,   and  charity,  which  were  the  essential  elements  of  the  American 
spirit  for  the   sculptor,  Clyde  Du  Vernet  Hunt,  a  proud  Vermonter 
and  a  devoted  American.     This  statue  was  given  by  Hunt's  heirs  "as 
a  memorial  to  both  Abraham  Lincoln  and  the  Vermont  patriot  and 
artist  who  held  the  martyred  President  in  great  and  beautiful 
reverence.  "1° 

Lincolniens  know  that,   from  time  to  time,   some  items  of  interest,  information, 

and  value  are  set  aside  or  even  lost  to  posterity.     As  a  result  of  our  search 

for  Lincoln  items  in  New  England,  we  note  the  following: 

A  Bicknell  portrait  of  Lincoln  acquired  in  19U5  for  Thayer  Academy, 
Braintree,  Massachusetts,  by  Stacy  B.  Southworth,  has  disappeared 
along  with  Mr.  Southworth 's  own  account  of  the  portrait.     Mr. 
Southworth  was  Headmaster  of  Thayer  Academy  and  a  member  of  the 
Lincoln  Group  of  Boston. 

A  Bicknell  portrait  of  Lincoln  hung  for  many  years  in  the  State  House, 
Augusta,  Maine.     It    has  been  replaced  by  a  portrait  of  Maine's 
first  governor.     The  Lincoln  portrait  is  now  in  storage  in  the 
State  Museum,  but  may  be  seen  upon  request. 
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ill  ENGLAND  RMM&m  M  LIN  COIN 
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A  quick  glance  at  the  preceding  map  tells  us  that  New  aigland,  visited  by 
Abraham  Lincoln  in  18^8  and  i860,  has  not  forgotten  him.     The  man  who  came 
here  early  in  his  political  career  when  he  was  formulating  his  philosophy,   and 
later  when  it  seemed  likely  his  now  well-known  ideas  might  be  severely  tested, 
is  clearly  visible  today.     The  items  we  have  mentioned  make  up  only  a  partial 
and  incomplete  guide  to  Lincolniana  in  New  England;  more  locations  will  be  added 
to  the  map  as  we  continue  our  explorations,  for  we,   like  N.  G.  Wyeth,  have 
always  admired  Abraham  Lincoln,   "but. • .have  never  admired  him  enough. w
